Did you know that the Santa Clara County 
Welfare Department has an Adoption unit, and that 
since March, 1960, it has placed 382 children in 
adoptive homes? 

Like other modern adoption agencies, the 
Welfare Department is primarily interested in finding 
a happy future for each baby or child placed in its 
care. For this reason, the Department does not work 
by hard and fast rules. Adoptive parents do NOT have 
to have a certain amount of money in the bank, or a 
certain size income. They do NOT have to own their 
own home, or to have lived in this community for a 
number of years. It is not necessary that they plan to 
stay here indefinitely. Even age limits are flexible. 
Long periods of waiting for a baby or child are no 
longer customary either. For most couples who qualify 
as adoptive parents, a baby is usually available within 
six to nine months from the time they apply. This may 
be even a shorter time under some circumstances. 

Most people think only of tiny babies when 
adoption is mentioned. And it is true, for many years, 
older children, and those with physical handicaps 
were not considered adoptable. All this has changed, 
however, and rightly so. For many couples, the 
adoption of a pre-school or school age child fits their 
family and life situation better than an infant. Par¬ 
ents whose own children are nearly grown, may want 
additional children to prolong their family life. Or if 
a mature couple has no family of their own. 

An older child in a young family can be an 
interesting older brother or sister to natural children. 
Or, perhaps in a family of several boys, a little girl 
may be a welcome addition. All of this means that 
children who might otherwise have to grow up in fos¬ 
ter homes or institutions, can belong to a happy fam¬ 
ily all their own. 

The Adoption unit has found homes for children 
of all ages from a few days through 12 years, for child¬ 
ren with physical handicaps, and for youngsters of all 
national and religious backgrounds, all races and ra¬ 
cial mixtures. In several instances, it has been pos¬ 
sible to place sisters or brothers and sisters together, 
thus saving these children the pain of parting from 
each other. 

Adoption can create happiness for children 
without parents, and enrich the lives of couples who 
either have no children, or have smaller families than 
they would like. For information on adoption, call

At the Political Education Group installation 
held on September 27th, attorney Rodriguez and a Mr. 
Corona made appeals for 
the Mexican Americans 
to join the Negroes for 
"greater progress and re¬ 
cognition." In addition, 
as reported In the Views 
and Reviews column of 
October 5th, It was point¬ 
ed out that congressman 
Roybal and Assemblyman 
Moreno and Soto were in¬ 
volved In a movement to 
bind Mexican American, 

Negro and liberal Anglo 
forces. 

I, for one, do not believe that what these men 
advocate is to the best interest of Mexican Americans. 
To accomplish what these men say, in my opinion, is 
a step back for the Mexican American rather than a 
step forward. What do these men mean by "greater 
progress and recognition?" The following are some 
reasons why I think we should not join the Negroes. 

First, although the problems of the Mexican 
American and Negro minorities are in some respects 
similar, they are not identical. What the Negro mi¬ 
nority advocates and does is not necessarily what the 
Mexican minority needs or wants. 

In the second place, the Mexican American 
has a rich and beautiful heritage. So, why after all 
these years do we, the Mexicans, need a crutch to 
achieve our goals? 

In the third place, contrary to popular belief 
of many, it is not theMexican Americans who occupy 
the lower levels of the socio-economic strata in the 
state of California, but rather he occupies one of the 
highest I Granted that there is a Mexican socio¬ 
economic problem that needs to be corrected and im¬ 
proved, but the reporting media of this field has been 
giving a distorted image, they constantly report ef¬ 
fects rather than the cause. 

Fourth, I believe that we should respect the 
Negro cause and help them but not at the cost of our 
Mexican identity. 

|f any " binding of forces" is needed, and I 
believe there is, let it be in a Mexican (and only 



Mexican) cultural-political unity and more education. 

The Mexican Americans are not going to fur¬ 
ther their social, cultural, and economic positions by 
being involved in demonstrations, riots or murder)

In an excellent hour-long speech before the 
House of Representatives on October 16th, Congress¬ 
man Charles Gubser, speaking on the Salinas tragedy, 
turned his speech into a bitter attack on Dr. Ernesto 
Galarza and a strong defense of P.L. 78, The Bracero 
Program, Number One target of the American G.l. 
Forum. 

In his speech Gubser questions the need for a 
congressional investigation of this tragedy and the 
objectivity of Dr. Galarza. There is no question of 
Gubser’s objectives since he is the spokesman for the 
Grower Associations in their effort to get an extension 
of P. L. 78. This writer feels that any tragedy such as 
the one that took the lives of 32 innocent farm labor¬ 
ers should be fully investigated, especially since this 
is one of a series of such accidents — 1953 in Braw- 
ley - 8 dead and 9 injured; 1957 in Stanislaus County 
-32 injured; 1958 Soledad - 12 burned to death. For 
these tragedies responsibility should be placedon 
those responsible, and ways and means found to pre¬ 
vent any further accidents of this kind. |f the growers 
are innocent of any irregularities, they should wel¬ 
come such investigations which would aid them in 
their efforts to get the desired extension. However, 
this bitter attack on Galarza, a minor consultant on 
the investigation committee, and the effort to destroy 
the committee before it begins its investigation, leads 
this writer to believe that they may not be entirely 
blameless in the tragic occurrences. The attack on 
Galarza, a colorful personality, is a clever political 
ruse to turn the attention of the public away from the 
tragedy itself and on Dr. Galarza who is not the sub¬ 
ject of the investigation. 

The Political Participation Committee of the 
San Jose Forum has voted to go all out in the effort to 
get a congressional investigation of the Salinas tragedy 
and to defeat the extension of P. L. 78, and we urge 
our readers to send cards to Congressman W. Donlan 
Edwards, Democrat, House of Representatives, Wasn- 
ington, D.C., asking for his continued support on 
this matter.

Rafael Mendoza worked on California farms 
for over thirty years. Afterwards, ill health prevented 
him from working and used up all of his savings. 

Therefore, it was a pleasant surprise for him to 
receive an unexpected sum of money. It was even 
more pleasant, after being hospitalized for a long 
period of time. 

Mr. Mendoza speaks limited English. In his 
hospital room, he was listening to a Spanish Language 
program, sponsored by the Community Service Organ¬ 
ization. The speakers on this program were represent¬ 
atives of the San Jose Social Security Office, and the 
subject which was discussed was possible eligibility to 
Social Security payments. 

Mr. Mendoza decided to look into his Social 
Security status, so communicated with his nurse, who 
phoned the local Social Security office and arranged 
for an application to be taken from Mr. Mendoza at 
the hospital. 

A review of Mr. Mendoza 1 s personal Social 
Security Account showed that he had had enough work 
in covered employment to be eligible for monthly pay¬ 
ments. In addition, it was possible to pay him retro¬ 
active benefits, as he was more than 65 years of age. 

Mr. Mendoza has been an agricultural worker 
most of his life. During the 1920‘s, he worked on the 
first cotton crops produced in the Los Banos area. He 
has worked in the Santa Clara County area since 1939. 
During World War II he worked at the Permanente Ce¬ 
ment Plant. He has been widowed for some time. 

He can testify to the tremendous growth of the 
San Jose area. From his sixth floor hospital room, he 
can see the spot where his car ran out of gas in the 
1930‘s and he had to stay In his car all night since at 
that time this was a deserted country road. 

Social Security records are confidential but 
Mr. Mendoza has given permission to have his case 
discussed in order to acquaint others with their rights 
under this insurance program.

JUEGO? 

A ultimas fechas se ha puesto en el tapete de 
discusión este dilema: Se debe o no permitir el juego 
en el Estado de California? 

Muchas han sido los opiniones en favor, pero 
también muchas están en contra. Analizando la cues¬ 
tión y por la exposición de motivos externados por las 
dos partes, se puede decir que una parte esta por la 
moral social y la otra por el beneficio económico. 

La opinion de que el permitir el juego en el 
estado lastimaria la moral y las buenas costumbres de 
sus habitantes, poniéndoles la tentación de las casas 
de juego con todos los agravantes que las caracterizan 
no tiene fundamento solido, por que los que sientan 
ofendida su moral o sus buenas costumbres, pueden 
eximirse de frecuentar tales establecimientos. 

Los que están de acuerdo en que se permita el 
juego en el estado son mas positivistas y consideran que 
los beneficios económicos que esto reportaría pueden 
ser de gran utilidad, creando una fuente de ingresos 
que actualmente se pierde, dando margen a la exis¬ 
tencia de " desplumaderos" clandestinos. 

El no permitir el juego en el Estado lo priva 
de recibir el ingreso que recibe el vecino estado de 
Nevada, al que miles de personas radicadas en Calif¬ 
ornia asisten diariamente, con el único proposito de 
jugar. Esos miles de personas que van de California a 
Las Vegas, Reno y Lake Tahoe, hacen una buena en¬ 
trada de millones de dolares anuales al estado de 
Nevada; millones que no estorbaban en el Estado de 
California. 

También se estudia la posibilidad de estable¬ 
cer una lotería del Estado de California, similar a las 
que existen en otros países, que han encontrado por 
ese medio, una fuente de ingresos que se utiliza en 
servicios de ayuda para la parte de la población mas 
necesitada, para el sostenimiento de hospitales, clí¬ 
nicas, dispensarios, dormitorios, comedores públicos 
o guarderias infantiles. Tanto el juego como la lo- 
teria del estado crearía una fuente de recursos eco¬ 
nómicos nada despreciables y si de gran utilidad para 
obras de beneficencia. 

Haciendo cálculos conservadores, la loteria 
podria dejar como provedio una entrada servacial de 
un millón de dolares, ademas de cinco o diez mi Hones 
en cada sorteo extraordinario; Una inyección de cien 
millones de dolares al año a los ingresos del Estado, 
serian un gran ayuda económica. 

La vecina República Mexicana tiene como in¬ 
stitución oficial la Loteria Nacional, con el producto 
obtenido por la loteria se sostiene la Beneficencia 
Publica, que a su vez sostiene dispensarios públicos, 
hospitales, comedores, dormitorios y otras muchas 


formas de ayuda para la clase de la población que 
necesita de ellas. Como complemento se puede 
agregar que de los tres sorteos que se hacen cada se¬ 
mana, hay cientos de personas que al tocarles un 
premio se vuelven ricos de la noche a la mañana; 
son muchas las empresas y los negocios que se han 
establecido con el dinero ganado en los sorteos de la 
Loteria Nacional; ademas hay miles de familias que 
viven con lo que ganan, ya sea como empleados o 
como vendedores de los billetes de la lotería. 

Las personas que están en contra del juego tal 
vez ignoran que en las carreras de caballos se juega 
con autorización oficial. Clandestinamente y sin 
ningún beneficio económico para el estado se juega 
en todos los deportes, en todas partes y el colmo hasta 
en las elecciones tie los candidatos politicos. 

En tiempo de la prohibición era ilegal la fab¬ 
ricación de bebidas embriagantes, no había ni una 
fabrica de licores autorizada, pero una de cada diez 
casas era una destiladora clandestina, que no le de¬ 
jaba nada al erario nacional, enriquecía a sus prop¬ 
ietarios y perjudicaba la salud de los que consumían 
sus productos; sin contar la cantidad de crímenes que 
se incubaron en esa época moralizadora. Lo peor de 
cualquier vicio es que este fuera de la ley.
